WHEN LA GROUP CHAIRMAN SICLAIT (HAITI) CALLED ON GA PRES 
BOUTEFLIKA DEC 17 TO CONVEY GROUP'S ENDORSEMENT OF GUATE- 
MALA AS REPLACEMENT FOR VENEZUELA ON COMITE OF 24, BOUTE-
